The Cabinet yesterday approved 
the appointment of Prof. Shlomo 
Avineri as director-general of the 
Foreign Ministry. Welfare Minis- 
ter Zevulun Hammer vote 
against, and three more Minis- 
ters abstained: Defence Minister 
Shimon Peres, Transport Minister 
Gad Ya'acobi and Interior Minis- 
ter Yosef Burg. . 

The Cabinet rejected a proposal 
by Hammer to defer its decision ἘΠ 
next week. : 

Prime Minister Rabin summed up 
the two-hour discussion by stressing 
that the appointment of a Ministry 
director-general is no indication of 
the direction of Government policy. 
Cabinet and Knesset decisions, 85 
well as Government policy planks, 
dotermine Government policy, he 
said. 

“There is no connection between 
the appointment of a senior official 
and Government policy,” Rabin said. 
“Everybody who is appointed to the 
Civil Service is engaged on the 
Strength of his qualifications and 
discharges his duties with the status 
of a civil servant.” 

Defence Minister Peres said he 
was not quite sure what Avineri’s 
views were, and what statements 
he had made, so he preferred to 


relate with caution to the appoint. ee 


ment and abstain. 

Burg said he abstained because 
a cooling-off period would have been 
advisable after Avineri's remarks on 
the radio had been‘ debated so re- 
cently in the Knesset. Ya'acobi did 
not explain his abstention. 


In brief interviews over Israel % 


radio's “Hayom Bazeh” news maga~ 
zine last night, Hammer, Allon and 
Avineri fleshed out their points of 
view on the appointment. 


HAMMER'S ARGUMENT 


Hammer said he did not take ex.

Avineri said over Israel Radio 
that he regarded his appointment 
as “public service for a limited pe- 
riod of time.” Allon’s request took 
him by surprise at first, and he 
asked time to think it over.

Rise in New fiscal move to hike 


exports; travel tax up

IN A MOVE to find the necessary funds to finance an increase in export incen- 
tives, the Cabinet yesterday increased the travel tax from 1.750 to IL1,000 
and imposed a 15 per cent tax on imported services. The travelling Israeli will 
have to pay another 15 per cent on each of the $450 he is permitted to buy when 


travelling abroad. . 


The foreign currency allowance for children was yesterday reduced from 
$350 to $150 in a measure to curb the drain of official dollars into the black 
market. Residents of the administered territories leaving through an Israeli 
port or airport will pay the travel tax and the 15 per cent levy but will be 
exempt wher leaving through the Jordan bridges. In this event, they will not be 
able to buy the foreign currency allowance. 

The export incentives in the form of a tax refund have been increased from 
11.1.85 per dollar to IL2.03—an 18 agorot increase. The refund will be linked to 
the dollar from April 1 and will thus increase by about four agorot with every 
mini-devaluation. The interest charged on loans in pounds to exporters has been 
increased from six to 10 per cent.

The Cabinet yesterday decided to 
increase the travel tax from IL750 
to 11,000 and to impose a 15 per 
cent service tax om “imported ser- 


* vices” — the main item being the 


$450 granted to Israelis travelling 
abroad. 

The new taxes were imposed to 
balance the government's budget 
that the Cabinet increased by 
1L950m. to finance larger export in- 
centives, 

The 15 per cent tax on imported 
services will be imposed on the 
$450 allowance granted to travel- 
lers abroad, on insurance payments 
(excluding imsurance of exports), 
on employment of foreign special- 
ists, on the upkeep of offices ab- 
road and oo other similar items. 

Interest payments, commissions 
on capital transactions, Tamam de- 
posits and various exporters’ ex- 
pensea will all be exempt from the 
new tax. 

Travellers abroad (excluding Ru- 
mania) will pay 11,000 travel tax. 

(However, the Knesset finance 
committee, decided last night to 
postpone its decision on 
higher travel tax until 
Israelis travelling today thus 
tot have to pay the new tax, but 
only IL.750.)

The tax refund for exporters, now 
at IL1.85 per dollar, has beep 
increased by 18 egorot. The new 
incentive will include every form of 
exports from industry, to agricul- 
ture and tourism. The new 11.2.03 
refund will be Inked to the dollar 
as of April 1, and will thus rise 
by about four agorot with every 
mini-devaluation. The larger refund 
will enable the economy to reach 
its target for 1976 — an 
11 per cent increase — according to 
Arnon Gafni, director-general of the 
Finance Ministry. 

In October 1976, the refund will 
rise by a further 17 agorot, it was 
learned yesterday. The ‘Treasury 
has allocated the necessary funds 
for this sum. 

Revenue for the 1L950m. increase 
in the budget will be raised 
partly by the increase in travel tax 
and the newly imposed tax on all 
imported services — amounting to 
1L400m. About IL100m. will come 
from increased profits of the Bank 
of Israel, raised by increasing the 
interest charged on loans to ex- 
Porters from six to 10 per cent. 
This increase in interest will only 
be on loans granted in pounds. This 
type of financing is for production 
for exports — i.e. to finance local 
exporters’ costs. The Bank of Is- 
rael hed demanded that this type of 
loan be linked to the dollar, but 
was turned down by the Finance 
Minister. 


Some I1400m. in revenue will 
come from higher estimates of gov- 
ernment revenues from retura of 
debts. The revenue estimates were 
increased after the final computa- 
tions for 1975 showed an increase 
far above earlier estimates. On the 
basis of these new figures, 1976 
estimates have also been increased, 

The remaming IL50m. will come 
from miscellaneous items. 

The government deficit for 1910 
will remain IL2,700m. as the Ca- 
binet decided in January. 

To prevent the deficit from over- 
taking this sum, the Cabinet de- 
eided that any of its future deci- 
Sions which might affect the bud- 
get will first be brought to the 
attention of the Director of Bud- 
gets. 

The Cabinet authorized the ac- 
countant-general to spend only 1/15 
of the budget in the first three 
months of the 1976 fiscal year and 
only 1/12 of the budget in the fol- 
lowing three months, 

In the future, any increase in the 
budget brought to the Cabinet will 
have to be provided with an income 
source. 

Economists in Jerusalem yester- 
day predicted that the new addi- 
tions to the budget will have an 
inflationary impact. Although the 
budget is balanced, the injection of 
new money amounts to {L950m., 
while the absorbing of purchase 
power from the public in the form 
of new taxes is only IL400m. The 
wet injection of money will there- 
fore be IL450m., in addition to the 
114,500m. in the οἱ draft. The 
total inflationary expenditures will 
thus be about ILSb. - 


3 months jail 


The Jerusalem Magistrate's Court 
yesterday sentenced Eli Siboni of 
Mevaasseret Yerushalayim to ‘three 
months in jail and a IL2,500 fine 
for attacks against a U.S. immi- 
grant neighbour. (The neighbour, 
physicist Yoel Isaacson, has said 
the Siboni brothers terrorised him 
and his family out of the country.) 

Siboni, 27, who also got a one- 
year suspended sentence, was con- 
victed on aH counts — of attacking 
and threatening Isaacson, and of 
uprooting saplings Isaacson had 
Planted on his own jand (part of 
which Siboni reportedly sought). His 
brother David Siboni was given a 
one-year suspended ‘term for his 
part in destroying the trees. 

Judge Elighu Ben-Zimra said he

was taking a grave view of the 
crimes, and that in the light of Elf 
Siboni's previous convictions for 
erimes of violence and destruction 
of property he would actually send 
him to jail.

Safir” said: “While welcoming an 
end to the fighting and the Syrian 
initiative which led to its cessation, 
we cannot at the same time con- 
sider this presidential message δὶ 
step along the way of building the 
Lebanon of tomorrow.”

The Consumer Price (Cost-of- 
Living) Index increased in January 
by 1.3 per cent to stand at 352.9 
points. 

The main contributors to the in- 
crease were the rises im furniture 
and household equipment, 3.2 per 
cent; health services, 7.6 per cent; 
and education, culture and enter- 
tainment, 3.3 per cent. 

The price of all fruit and vege- 
tables together increased by 0.6 
per cent. Fresh vegetables increas- 
ed by 2.8 per cent, but the price 
of fresh fruit declined by 1.2 per 
cent. : 

The most significant price hikes 
in January were of cinema tickets, 
which went up by 27.5 per cent; 
electric appliances, 3 per cent; po- 
tatoes, 10 per cent; onions, 21 per 
cent; and cosmetics, 6.2 per cent

domestic industrial output increased 
by 11 per cent. The Index of in- 
put in residential building increas- 
ed by 1.2 per cent.

In the last quarter of 1975, the 
average interest paid for mortages 
was 113 per cent higher than in 
the third quarter.

Manufacturers: Prices will rise; 
Histadrut: Not if you cover costs

TEL AVIV. — Avraham Shavit, 
president of the Manufacturers As- 
sociation, yesterday predicted that 
prices will rise slightly as a result 
of the wage increases expected in 
industry this year. The Histadrut, 
on the other hand, said it would 
fight unreasonable price hikes, de- 
manding that the employers should 
absorb 50 per cent of the additional 
costs, 

Shavit told The Jerusalem Post 
that according to the generally ac- 
cepted formula prices rise by 1 
per cent for every 3 per cent in- 
erease in wages. (According to the 


new wage agreement signed with 
the Histadrut on Friday, produc- 
tion workers will get up to a ὃ 
per cent wage increase this year.) 

“Whoever can absorb (the added 
cost) won't raise his prices; but the 
others will have to," Shavit de- 
clared. 

Yoram Barzilai, head of the His- 
tadrut's Institute for Economic and 
Social Research, told The Post that 
prices should not be raised more 
than twice a year. It was up to 
the Ministry of Commerce and In- 
dustry to control prices and see to 
it that the employers absorb 50 
per cent of the rising costs, he said.

The conference 
organizers are determined to pre- 
vent him from participating, as 
they did five years ago during the 
Brussels One conference. 

Sarah Honig adds from Tel Aviv: 

Soviet immigrants attending the 
conference plan to call for the crea- 
tion of a committee which would 
Publicize in the West the names of 
leading Soviet anti-Semites and or- 
ganize boycotts against them if 
and when they visit the free world. 

The Soviet olim also intend to 
submit a resolution calling for pub- 
lic triats of those responsible for 
“the spiritual genocide and perse- 
cution of the Jewish People" in the 
Soviet Union. They describe the 
USSR as the “ideological centre 
and spiritual inspiration of world 
anti-Semitism.” They say it sup- 
plies “models for extremist anti- 
Semitic regimes aH over the world," 
and add, “tt encourages collective 
anti-Semitic actions in the spirit of 
the UN resolution on Ztonism..." 

The Soviet immigrants in the Is- 
raeli delegation also hope to en- 
courage action such as the Jackson 
Amendment. They will appeal to 
world scientific and cultura] circles, 
and to western governments, to 
pressure the USSR by putting,con- 
ditions on economic, scientific and 
cultural pacts, 

They also recommend campaigns 
to broaden contacts with Soviet 
Jews, by “adopting” Jewish families 
sending Zionist Uterature and re- 
cords to Jews, and publishing the 
names of all those whose aliya ap- 
plications have been turned down.

AJC leaders speak out for 
return to Ikrit and Birtm

TBILLIN. — Greek Catholic parish- 
ioners in this Galilee village church 
were pleased and surprised to hear 
an American Jewish leader speak 
out from their pulpit yesterday on 
behalf of the dispossessed villagers 
of Tkrit and Birim. 

Miles Jaffe of Detroit, a governor 
of the American Jewish Committee 
and chairman of its interreligious 
affairs group, told a mixed congre- 
gation of AJC governors and vil- 
lagers of Tbillin, maear Acre, that the 
AJC had “tried to be helpful in this 
regrettable incident.” 

He continued, “We pray that the 
people of this village and the Gov- 
ernment of Israel... will resolve this 
problem, so that all of us can ac- 
tually experience that liberty is be- 
ing proclaimed throughout this 
land.” 

The 100-strong AJC Board of 
Governors is holding its annual 
meeting in Israel this week. 

Ikrit and Birim were two Greek 
Catholic villages on the Lebanese 
border evacuated by army order in 
1948. Repeated efforts by the vil- 
lagers since then to return to the 
two settlements have been rejected 
by the Government, Most of them 
now live in nearby Gush Halav. 

One of the dispossessed villagers 
ts Father Eliag Chacour, Greek Ca- 
tholic pastor of Ibillin, who conduct- 
ed yesterday's interfaith service. 

Elmer Winter, president of the 
AJC, told: The Jerusalem Post later 
that néithér the AJC nor Jaffe wish- 
ed to take sides on the Jkrit and 
Birim issue. “We simply belleve alk 
the partes should have a fair hear- 
ing.” he said. 

Father Chacour, however, seemed 
to interpret Jaffe’s remarks other- 
wise. In particular, he responded to 
Jaffe’s citation of the Biblical verse, 
“(In the Jubilee year) we shall re- 
turn every man unto his possession.” 

“That Is," Jaffe added, “every 
person shall have his possession 
returned to him. Father Chacour 
has been a very eloquent spokesman 
on behalf of those Arabs who want 
to return to their possessions of 
Dcrit and Birim.” 

Father Chacour responded: “Scrip- 
tures teach that no one can be 
victorious and build a country on 
the ruins of another nation.” 

‘What was needed in the Middle 
East conflict, he said, was com- 
promise. If that were achieved, se- 
curity considerations would become 
“so secondary.” He envisioned a 
situation in which “Jews and Arabs 
live as brothers in the same home, 
with equal chances and an equal 
future.” 

The AJC group then met briefly 
with Greek Catholic Archbishop 
Maximus Saloum, who stopped by 
en route from Haifa to Lebanon.

Jerusalem flat owners will be 
paying an 80 per cent higher mu- 
nicipal rate Arnona: starting 
next April, unless the Govern. 
ment changes its mind about not 
covering the increase for the tax- 
payer. 

The City Council last night ap- 
proved a 20 per cent increase in 
the Arnona, Since the Govern- 
ment covered last year's 50 per 
cent increase, but will no longer 
shoulder this burden, it emerges 
that the taxpayer will have to 
pay the accumulated increase of 
the two fiscal years — to the 
tune of 80 per cent. 

For example. assuming that a 
flat owner paid IL100 a. rs0m 
two vears ago, last year's 50 per 
cent increase brought the tax 
to DL150 — of which the Gov. 

‘ernment paid the Municipality 
TL50 on his behajfi. The 20 per 
cent increase approved last night 


would bring the tax to IL180, all 
of which will now fall on the 
taxpayer. 

Mayor Teddy Kollek told the 
council last night the Government 
was to blame for the tax hikes. 
He charged that, all promises to 
the contrary notwithstanding, the 
Government had not yet agreed 
to siphon off a percentage of the 
impending Value Added Tax to 
help the cities balance their bud- 
gets. 

The municipal spokesman point- 
ed out last night that Jerusalem 
has been adhering to the economy 
measures dictated by the tight 
austerity situation, such as free- 
zing 400 city jobs. 

“But .the population of Jeru- 
salem is growing at the rate of 
4 per cent a year," he said, “and 
money has to be invested in in- 
frastructure and services for the 
mew and expanding neighbour- 
hoods."

Nigerians -

LAGOS. — Nigerian poiice carried 
out a country-wide search yester- 
@ay for a lieutenant-colonel said 
by the govermment to have killed 
head of state Murtala Mohammed 
in an abortive coup on Friday. 

A bulletin on Nigerian radio said 
Lt.-Col. 5. Dimka, head of the 
army's physical training corps, dis- 
@ppeared after making ἃ radio an- 
nouncement following the killing. 

A police bulletin described the 
wanted man 325 about 33 years old, 
1.68 metres tall, with a slim build 
and round face. Dimka was said to 
have a set of white teeth, one deep 
tribal mark on each cheek, a waxed 
walrus moustache. large eyeballs 
and thin lips. He drinks and is 
fond of pubs, the bulletin said. 

A Radio Nigeria employee who 
saw the Friday morning takeover 
of the station eaid Dimka and his 
companions — two officers and 
four others in civilian clothes — 
appeared to have been drinking. 
He said he learned from conver- 
sations with the rebels that they 
came from an all-night champagne 
party at Dimka’s home. 

Dimka drafted his broadcast at 
the studio, on six pages of rough 
paper, and was so nervous re- 
cording it for transmission that he 
missed out three sheets, the Radio 
Nigeria worker said. 

Colonel Dimka and his colleagues 
entered the radio at 5.24 am. — 
just after Muhammed’s assasination 
a few hundred metres away — 
and the recording of his message 
first went on the air 32 minutes 
later. 

The radio worker said Dimka 
remained at the station until 1.30 
p.m., when be had planned to make 
ἃ second broadcast. At that point, 
stepping on to a balcony. he saw 
armoured cars near the building. 

He put his hands in his pockets, 
said “Gentlemen, excuse me,” and 
that was the last they saw of the 
rebel leader, the radio man said.

Russians supreme 
with 13 golds 


INNSBRUCK. -—- Host nation Aus- 
tria crowned an otherwise disap- 
pointing Winter Olympic Games 
with victory in the 80.metre special 
ski jump event here yesterday to 
send its thousands of spectators 
home happy. 

The Austrians won only two of 
the 37 gold medals at stake in the 
summit meeting of winter sports. 
But when Karl Schnabl’s big jump 
victory, and the silver medal! taken 
by 17-year-old Toni Innauer, were 
added to the gold medal for the 
men's glamorous downhill ski race, 
the home country counted itself 
happy. The bronze went to Henry 
Glass of East Germany. 

The Soviet Union had five jum- 
pers in the jumping event which 
ended the games pro; e and 
they were far down the field, but in 
all other sports they were domi- 
nant, winning 13 of the gold me- 
dals 


The Russians also won six silver 
and eight bronze medals which gave 
them a massive increase on their 
performance in the last Winter 
Olympics in 1972, At Sapporo, Ja- 
pan, they won eight gold. five silver 
and three bronze. 

East Germany's hopes of adding 
to its gold medal total were dashed 
by the young Austrians who have 
revolutionized ski jumping techni- 
ques over the past year, and they 
had to be content with a bronze for 
sports student Henry Glass. 

The East Germans, who have de- 
veloped ἃ. highly scientific approach 
to so many sports, swept the hon- 
ours in the toboggan and bob sleigh 
events and picked up enongh other 
medals elsewhere ta finish as the 
only real challengers to the Soviet 
Union seven golds, five silvers and 
seven bronze. 

The U.S. and Norway, traditional 
powers since the Winter Games be- 
gan at Chamonix in 1924, each won 
three gold medals, while West Ger- 
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America’s Dorothy Hamille skates across the ice during the per- 
formance which won her a gold medal in the women’s figure 


skating competition at the Winter 


many, Finland and Austria won two 
golds each. 

The decline of the Alpine and 
Scandinavian countries continued as 
the medals were spread among 16 
of the 36 nations which competed. 

The games ended last night after 
ἃ programme of exhibitions from the 
skating champioris in the Olympic 
ice stadium. It was followed by the 
traditional ceremony in which the 
1,094 men and 276 women compe- 
titors mingled as the Olympic flame 
was extinguished over the Berg Isel 
jumping stadium above the town. 

On Saturday night the mighty 
Russians overcame the flu-weakened 
Czechoslovak team, 4-3, to win their 
fourth straight Olympic ice hockey 
gold medal in an emotional battle 
of two of the world's greatest ice 
hockey teams. It also gave the Rus- 
sians their 13th gold medal of the 
12th Olympics. 

The Czechs took the silver medal, 
and West Germany was the surprise 
winner of the bronze after upsetting

the U.S. 4-1, in another final round 
match earlier in the day. The Amer- 
jeans finished fifth, behind Finland 
and ahead of winless Poland in the 
six-team field. 

A capacity crowd of 9,000 hea- 
vily favoured the underdog. Czechs, 
who were obliged to give up two 
points they won against Poland ear- 
lier when it was found their team 
physician had given them an aile- 
gedly forbidden drug codeine, against 
colds.

SINCE THAT TIME, nearly seven years ago, close \, 


te 1500 persons were killed in sectarian strife in 
that tragic province — figures which were only over- 
shadowed by the bloodletting in Lebanon In the past 
10 months. But the death toli mounts steadily without 
any sign of a let-up: 40 civilians killed in January, 
about one a day this month, 265 killed in 1975, and 
this was 39 over the 1974 figure. And there is not 
even a modest hope now for an end to the slaughter. 

Exacerbation of this situation came shortly before 
Christmas when five Reman Catholics were shot to 
death in their County Armagh homes by masked gun- 
men, presumably belonging to a Protestant extremist 
group. Next day, 10 Protestant workers were ordered 
off their bus in that same Ulster county, and machine- 
gunned to death, presumably by a faction of the IRA. 
Then.a day later, the British Government rushed over 
another battalion from England to curb the spate of 


killing. 
Tough reputation 

The troops belonged to the crack Special Alr Ser- 
vice, and British news reports of this move said it 
appeared to have been designed te harness the SAS's 
tough reputation to the Government’s need to sym- 
bolise its determination that the rule of law shall 
prevail over violence. But the effect has been ta focus 
doubts about the long-term effectiveness of a policy 
that requires such symbolism, it is reported. 

But even after the dispatch of the SAS, the IRA 
has made it clear once again that It will fight to the 
bitter end for unification with Eire — while the Pro- 
testants (two and a half million to half a million 
Catholics in Ulster) said they were ready to 
their civil disobedience. 

The British. now admit that the cease-fire with the 
TRA announced a year ago is worthless and that a 
too low military profile also encourages the extrem- 
ists. Both Prime Minister Wilson and Secretary of 
State for Northern Ireland Merlyn Rees are hard put 
to it to counter the public feeling that they are unable 
to withstand extremist IRA and Protestant pressure, 
as well as the political pressure of the Protestant 
Unionists who have the majority support in Wister. 
REES, THE WELSHMAN who has th the past two 
years made 300 flights by Royal Air Force plane 
between London and Belfast trying to bring peace to 
Ulster, has held his job longer than anybody else. 
However, he is regarded by both friends and enemies 
at least as having some understanding of the Irish 
situation.

BELFAST. —- One man was killed 
and four others injured yesterday 
in ἃ pre-dawn battle in which Bri- 
tish troops fired on a hijacked car. 

An army spokesman said that af- 
ter hijacking the car, the occupants 
shot and wounded two civilians as 
the vehicle sped along a road. An 
army patrol then opened fire and 
the vehicle crashed, killing one cc- 
cupant and injuring two others. One 
man escaped from the car, in which 
2 pistol was later found, the spokes- 
man said. 

The incident followed three days 
of widespread violence in the wake 
of -the death in a British prison of 
IRA hunger striker Frank Stagg. It 
came only hours after a bomb ex- 
Plosion at a London apartment house 
late Saturday night in which two 
people were injured. 

In another development, anony- 
mous telephone callers warned Eri- 
tish newspapers there will be a bomb 
blitz of public places to avenge 
Stage’eé death. The warnings came 
24 hours after the discovery and 
defusing of a 10-Kkilo bomb in Lon- 
don's busiest underground station at 
Oxford Circus. Bad it gone off, it 
could have killed many people dur. 
ing Friday's rush hour.

Her daughter 
Ruth gained her release anly by going 
to prison in her stead; but Agnes 
Wendland never recovered, and died 
in 1946 at age 55. - 

Mr. Neumann, in his testimony, 
said: “I am convinced that I would 
not be alive today were it not for Mrs. 
Wendland and her.daughter Ruth." 

’ Ernst Otto Fritsch fought 
courageously against the persecution 
of Jews under Hitler, writing a per- 
sonal protest letter to Herman Goer- 
ing and publicly attacking the Nazis 
for the so-called ‘crystal night" of 9- 
10 February, 1938, a major anti- 
Semitic pogrom. 

Fritsch’s pro-Jewish activities 
through the war years earned him 
condemnation by the Nazis as a 
“state enemy" and as a “friend of the 
Jews" and committal ta an institu- 
tion for the ‘‘mentally ill." Asa result 
of military service and mistreatment 
by the Gestapo, he is today a total in- 
valid and lives in poverty. ,

DORA SOWDEN 


GLEN TETLEY, artistic director of 
the Stuttgart Ballet, has come to 
Israel to renew his ballet ‘The 
Mythical] Hunters" (music: Oedoen 
Partos) which he created for the 
Batsheva Dance Company 11 years 
ago and which the Batsheva Com- 
pany is now performing in conjunc- 
tion with the Israel Philharmonic 
Orchestra. 

He confirmed that he will be leavs 
ing the Stuttgart Ballet next year and 
that Marcia Haidee, the principal 
ballerina, will assume the artistic 
directorship. ‘‘I did nine ballets. for 
Stuttgart in two years and they asked 
me to stay on as resident 
choreographer but Irefused," he told 
me. He would, however still “do some 
work" for the company. He had been 
so busy that he had been unable to 
come here last year to direct his 
famous “Pierrot Lunaire” (rhusic: 
Schoenberg) for Batsheva. a 

This is not Tetley's first visit to 
Israel. "Ἵ spent four Yom Kippurs 
here" he said — though not that of 
1978. His very first visit was as a 
dancer in the Martha Graham com- 
pany for the tenth anniversary of the 
State. When he came again, he “‘fell 
in love with the Batsheva dancers," 
he stil) thinks they have a wonderful 
spirit.

Chu (family name) Fa (Genera- 
tion) Ching (private name) born in 
China, raised in Brazil and trained in 
New York, has a psychology degree 
-from San Paolo University and a 
Master's degree in Dance from 
Columbia University. Though basing 
her teaching mostly on Merce Cun- 
ningham techniques, she has 
developed an approach of her own — 
“natural; with a tropical touch from 
Brazil." She is married to 
American journalist Carl Ebert who 
spent some time in Isr4el four years 
ago. They now want to settle here, in 
the meantime, she is giving guest 
classes at the Rubin Academy in 
Jerusalem.

clearly appreciated it: the only ex- 
eeption recorded was in Tokyo, 


where a small but vocal group ob- 
jected to the strong pacifist sen- 
timents. 


Outstanding numbers In the varied 
Programme include asketch showing 
Sutherland and black comic Paul 
Mooney sportscasting the war in the 
style of commentators at a football 
match, and another black artist, Rita 
Martinson, singing her own moving 
ballad ‘Soldier, We Love You.” Also 
very effective is Sutherland reading 
an excerpt from Dalton Trumbo's 
chilling anti-war parable “Johnny 
Got His Gun.” In spite of clearly try- 
ing not to steal the limelight from her 
colleagues, the eloquent and patently 
sincere Jane Fonda somehow 
dominates the proceedings whenever 
she is on view, 

The GIs interviewed all expressed 
their thorough disillusionment with 
the Vietnam war, with black soldiers 
adding their resentment at the 
racism to which they were subjected 
at home while ‘'fighting for 
democracy" in Asia. In addition, 
there are some fascinating com- 
ments by nationalist groups in 
Okinawa and the Philippines, which 
strongly objected to the presence of 
U.S. bases on their territories. 


Now that the war in Indochina ia 
behind us, F.T.A. has obviously lost 
some of its impact. But it is still a 
powerful piece of documentary 
cinema, startling both for what it 
reveals of the feelings of 50 many 
Gls about Vietnam and as an attesta- 
tion of the freedom of expression 
given to American citizens, even in 
time of war. Well worth a visit. 


THE WORLD stands riveted by the

ONE OF THE disadvantages of ren- 
ting a flat is that you never now how 
many other people have keys to the 
front door. Moreover, people in- 
variably lose their keys, which means 
they either have to wait for their flat- 
mate to return home or call in a 
locksmith to force the lock. The trou- 
ble can be avoided by leavinga spare 
key with a neighbour whois generally 
at home. 

However, to prevent any former te- 
nant or any unknown person who 
happens to possess a key entering 
your flat is a straightforward 
procedure. You simply replace the 
tylinder of the lock. The cylinder is 
that part of the lock into which the 
key fits. If you have the standard 
Israeli-made lock on your front door 
you just buy ἃ norma! locally-made 
cylinder. This is called tsilinder 
lemanool shel delet in Hebrew and 
costs.about IL36. 

On the edge of the door opposite the

keyhole there is a bolt witha slightly 
rounded head. This holds the cylinder 
firmly in place in the lock. Unscrew 
the bolt and remove completely. 
Insert a key in the cylinder and turn 
slightly until you can withdraw the 
cylinder completely from the lock. A 
new cylinder is sold complete with 
three keys and a long retaining bolt. 
Put one of the keys in the new 
cylinder and turn slightly until the 
movable tongue does not project on 


either side. Carefully insert the. 


cylinder in the lock until ἢ projects 
evenly either side of the door. Gently 
attempt to turn the key. If it turns 
easily, all well and good. If not, push 
the cylinder slightly from either side 


until the key turns freely. Position the 
long threaded bolt in the edge of the 
lock and tighten up so that the 
cylinder ts fixed firmly in place. A 
word of warning! Never oll the 
cylinder of a lock. The oi] will only at- 
tract dust and grit and clog up the 
lock. 

An additional safeguard when 
you're in the flat at night is to have a 
chain on the door. There are various 
systems in use. One type has an 
alarm device which is operated when 
someone tries to force the door. A 
very simple and effective door-chain 
can be made by buying one metre of 
iron chain with 3mm. thick links. You 
wil] also need one large eye-screw 


and one large screw-hook. At the re- 
quired height above the lock, drill a 
hole in the doorframe with a 3mm. 
bit, using either an electric drill or a 
hand drill. If you do not possess a 
dril], knock a 2°' naj] in the frame, 
waggle it about and remove it. The 
purpose of the hole is to enable you to 
tighten up the large eye-screw 
without splitting the wood. Open up 
the eye-screw carefully with a 
hammer and an old screwdriver so 
that you can just insert one end of the 
chain. Close up the eye again with the 
hammer, and screw it up tightly in 
the hole in the doorframe. Make 
another hole on the inside doortrame 
opposite the eye-screw. Insert the 
large screw-hook and tighten up. 

If you wish, you can deaden the 
noise of the chain by making a cloth 
sleeve to cover It. Simply fasten the 
chain to the hook and open the door. If 
the door opens too wide, take up 
another few links on the chain.

Cardinal Pignedoli, head of the 
Vatican secretariat for non- 
Christians, had initiated applause 
when a final Catholic-Mosiem docu- 
ment was read in Arabic (with “‘poor 
simultaneous French tranalation,” 
the Cardinal was later to say) con- 
taining two anti-Israel paragraphs.

The bullet in this game of ‘‘Vatican 
roulette": that the leaders of the 
Catholic Commission had unwitting- 
ly engaged in, had been inserted by 
the four pro-Arab priests (one Dutch, 
two French, and one Syrian) who 
drew up the joint version together 
with four Moslem experts. 

Monsignor Pietro Rossano, 
Secretary of the Vatican Secretariat, 
quickly realized he and the Cardinal 
had fallen into a deftly prepared trap 
and demanded an immediate press 
conference. This was not granted, 
however, by the Libyan authorities, 
His disapproving comments leaked 
to the press anyway. Cardinal 
Pignedoli, upon his arriva] in Rome, 
clarified his position to 15 journalists 
called to his Vatican home, and 
issued a statement to the Vatican 
Radio. in which he ‘dissociated 
himself, as a Christian and as a 
Vatican representative,” from Ar- 
ticles 20 and 21. Since his commission 
was not competent to make 
pronouncements on non-religious

SINCE the Yom Kippur War, the 
assumption that the Arabs have been 
making great advances in their “‘war 
of words” against Isracl has gained 
wide currency. These achievements, 
real or imagined. are usually at- 
tributed to the huge funds said to 
have been allocated by Arab 
governments and Arab organizations 
to “information.” It is interesting to 
note, however, that those Arabs who 
are actually in charge of information 
and propaganda have an entirely 
different estimate of their achieve- 
ment and of the -funds allotted to 
them. : 

It appears, for instance, that the 
League of the Arab States never ac- 
tually honours the promises or 
‘resolutions made or adopted by its 
various bodies concerning informa- 
tion. Last week, at a meeting in Cairo 
which lasted five days, the League's 
Permanent Committee for Informa- 
tion revealed that of the $30m. which 
the Arab Summit Conference in 
Rabat decided to allocate for infor- 
mation only $2m. has so far been 
received — and this from the tiny 
Gulf state of Qatar. 

The agenda of the Committee's 
meeting included fifty Items, con-

Concer- 
ning the nature and content of Arab 
information at this stage, a fairly 
cogent — and in many ways reveal- 
ing — Arab view came from Cairo’s 
“Sawt el-Arab" in a commentary 
broadeast on February 9. Arab infor- 
mation, according to the commen- 
tary. should establish three elements 
if it is to be effective — namely. the . 
goal, the method and style. and the 
tools to be used to reach the desired 
goal in the shortest possible time. 
The goal, we are told, is “well- 
known and there is almost a consen- 
sus among Arabs about it." The tools, 
too, are known to ail and they are, 
anyway. a matter of technique and an 
effort to reach the widest possible 
public in the shortest time possible.

calls for “discarding traditional 
ways and... bringing the facts to as 
many sectors of the public as possible 
without contradictions and free of in- 
ner strife lable to impede progress."” 

The meaning of these references to 
contradictions and inner strifes is 
made abundantly clear in the course 
of the commentary.
